The chiof Commissar had. roftised 
him pormission. to Jenve Turkestan 
and had told him that tho govern- 
mont had ‘grave ‘suspicions -concorn- 
ing his aclivitios, When, therefore, 
on Octabor 20, 1919, we received 
word that we. wore to be rearrested, 
Mnjor Bailey disappeared ns arrang- 
od, Ho disguised himself as, nn 
Avstrian prisoner of war which, he 
says, WOS 2 “comparatively simple 
matter,” 


Prisoners Avoided. ° 


Ho overcame tho langungo diffi- 
culty by avoiding the other prison- 
ers Who consisted mostly of Ger 
mans,’ : Poles, ‘ Magyars, Czochs, 
Slovenes, Serbs, etcetera. If neces- 
sary ho would pretend to belong to

Continuing, Mr. Tredwell said: 

When I left Turkestan if seemed 
almost impossible that Major Bai- 
ley would be able to eseape, but 
fortunately in October he managed 
to become engaged in a branch of 
the Bolshevik secret service, The 
Bolsheviks ‘suspected that there’ 
were British officers in Bokhara 
who were. organizing the army, 
and, consequently, they were send- 
ing spies to that country to find 
out what was happening, : 


Dangerous Employment, 


Major Bailey was supposed ‘to 
have speht two years in America 
where he learned to speak Fng- 
lish and therefore volunteered for 
‘this dangerous employment. He 
had un ‘interview with the head of 
his department, a violent Bolshe- 
vik, and was furnished with the 
best of secret documents. He was 
accompanied by a Serbian, who 
had obtained the employment for 
him, and they proceeded to Rok- 
hari by train, where he spent two 
months, “ae 

Then he left Bokhara having 
organized a parly of eighteen dnd 
travelled across the desert to 
Persia. This‘ party had the mis- 
fortune to be intercepted by a 
Bolshevik patrol’*but in the 
skirmish which ensued they lost 
only a little kit which fell from 
one of the ponies, although they 
wounded ‘several of their adver- 
saries. J cannot speak too highly 
of the courage, pluck and per- 
severaneé -which this officer dis- 
played during. all the-time I knew 
him. ; 

. Fortunately: for me, in « March 
the Bolshevik Ambassador 
Persia arrived and arranged for 
me to be sent under guard to Mos- 
cow, where I was finally released. 

Wijh = some {twenty-eight re- 
fugees I travelled nearly three 
thousand miles across Russia in

hours or.days—to mingle . freely 
with the people and to Jearn their 
views. We crossed a part of 
Russia which had not been visited 
by people from-the outside ‘world 
for many monthsa'and saw actual 
conditions when there was no

The gradual’ change. in’ the 
popular American attitude toward 
China's alfairs from. one. of 
warm sympathy with “National- 
lam" to one of contemptuous’ in- 
difference jately has been revenl- 
ed through a disconcerting refusal 
to support :the most conspicuous 
American ‘missionary: institution 
in Peking.

FOREIGN TRADE MONOPOLY 
TO BE ABOLISHED. i 


The ‘Soviet, ‘Government has, 
states h Central News message from 
Warsaw, made a momentous deei- 
sion, Which: amounts to_a recenta- 
tion of one of the cardinal Bol- 
shevist doctrines as Jaid down by 
Lenin. : 3 
Within the’ next few days the 
committee in charge of. the mono- 
poly of foreign trade will be re- 
organixed, The State Monopoly 
of foreign rude will be abolished, 
and private voncerns will, it is 
stated, be allowed to export and 
import goods, | - 

This decision means that Stalin, 
faced with serious opposition ow- 
ing ¢o the exile of Trotsky,’ and 
other former leaders, hag. capitula- 
ted to the "Nepmen” (the business ]) 
men who, . under’ Lenin’s new 
evnnomic. policy, were allowed: to 
engage'in private, trade within 
Ruasin) and -the well-to-<lo, pea- 
sunts, OA adie ks 
. Surrendered Principles. 

Lenin, although he allowed 4 
certain amount of private ‘eniler- 
prise in Russia itself, would never 
agree to permit foreign trade to 
pass out’ of the’ control _ of ithe 
State. , 

One of Trotsky’s bitterest com- 
plaints against the dictatorship of 
Stalin -was that it' involved a. 
surrender ‘of vital Communist 
principles.. Thig was indignantly | 
denied by Stalin, but, faced by the 
serious fine :efal position in which 
Russia finds itself, the Inck of 
credit and the parlous .state of 
industry and gommerce, Stalin. has 
apparently given way. 

The decision of the Sovict:Gov- 
ernment will be regarded by many 
persons in Russia as. a Con- 
fession of the failure of, Bolshe- 
vism and an admiasion of the 
inevitability of private enterprise.
